The action of the Opera is laid in Germany in the 
middle of the sixteenth Century. 


ACT 1.— Scene 1. 
Faust’s Library 


Faust, an aged philosopher, looks back over the years he has 
spent in study and learning, which have brought him so little 
reward, and resolves to end his life with a draught of poison. 
Irritated by the happy singing of the peasants on their way to 
ihe fields, he invokes Mephistopheles, the Spirit of Darkness, 
who offers to restore youth to Faust in exchange for the eternal 
possession of his soul. Faust hesitates, but when Mephistopheles 
conjures up a vision of the beautiful Margarita, he capitulates, 
and signs the fatal contract. He is immediately transformed into 
a young man. 


Scene 2. 
A Square in Frankfurt 


Mephistopheles and Faust arrive in Frankfurt where a regi- 
ment of soldiers is about to depart for the wars. Among them is 
Valentine, the brother of Margarita, who commends his only 
sister to the care of Siebel, a young student who is in love with 
her. 

Mephistopheles proceeds to amuse and awe the crowd, but 
his entertainment becomes objectionable when he proposes a 
sneering toast to Margarita. Valentine and the soldiers call in 
question his sinister influence. 

Margarita herself passes by on her way home from church 
and Faust presents himself to her, but she refuses his offer to 
escort her home. 


INTERVAL 
ACT 2. 
Margarita’s Garden 
Siebel comes to visit Margarita, but, finding her not yet 


returned, he leaves a bunch of flowers for her outside her door. 
Mephistopheles brings Faust to her garden and, seeing Siebel’s 
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bouquet, departs and returns with a casket of jewels as a more 
tempting offer for her. 

Soon Margarita herself appears and, finding the jewels, tries 
them on. She is discovered thus by Martha, an elderly neighbour, 
and is joined by Faust and Mephistopheles, the latter contriving 
to get Martha out of the way so that Faust may pursue his 
acquaintanceship with Margarita. 

As night comes on, she succumbs to his ardent wooing, and 
Mephistopheles triumphantly contemplates his success in win- 
ning for himself another soul. 


INTERVAL 


ACT 3. 
The Square in Frankfurt 


Many months have passed by and the soldiers are returning 
from the wars. Faust has long since deserted Margarita, and left 
her with a child, which Siebel is anxious to conceal from 
Valentine, but is unable to prevent him entering the house. 
Mephistopheles and Faust appear, and the former sings a lewd 
and mocking serenade to Margarita which brings Valentine out, 
sword in hand. He challenges Faust to a duel, but Mephis- 
topheles intervenes and Valentine is killed. 


INTERVAL 


ACT 4. — Scene 1. 
Inside the Church 


Crushed by the succession of tragic events, Margarita comes 
to the church hoping for spiritual consolation, but Mephis- 
topheles appears to her and tells her that she is beyond redemp- 
tion and that she must face eternal damnation. 


Scene 2. 
A Prison Cell 


Margarita has been cast into prison for murdering her child, 
and is awaiting execution. Faust and Mephistopheles enter her 
cell, and the latter lays open the way of escape if she will follow 
them. Her mind has become deranged and she recoils from 
Faust, imploring the protection of Heaven. More and more 
urgent become her prayers, and, at last, she falls dying, while 
the angelic choir announces her pardon and salvation.
